Clarence A. Severson. Nichols 
this morning testified that Kuhn 
attacked Pleckham three times, at- 
tempted a fourth attack and later 
struck the victim in the Jface as he 
was being taken from the tavern in 
a car. During the lirst attack Kuhn 
looped a rope around Pleckham's 
neck and pulled it, Severson said.

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THE OUSTING OF. JUDGES 


present method of trying judges 


for-misconduct by impeachment proceed- 
ings is under lieavy fire because it is 
proving slow and inefficient. 


Few things so disturb the people as 


,the conviction that a judicial officer is 
'•deliberately wrong hearted. And this 
sort of disturbance is good because there 
are few positions where a bad man can 
do so much harm as in the judiciary. 


Capable and enlightened students of 


public affairs are now advocating that 
impeachment proceedings should be re- 
served only for the members of the high- 
est courts, and that the judges of infer- 
ior courts should be made amenable to 
quick trial before supreme courts. 


The method of impeachment of judges, 


which was one of the original creations 
of the federal constitution, was adopted 
almost in its entirety by most state con- 
stitutions as applicable to the state ju- 
diciary. But our increased population 
and the fact that in states with dense 
-votes the people have not used very good 
judgment ic the selection of judges makes 


- the question a warm public topic. 


Recently, the careful and conservative- 


ly worded Governor Lehman of New York 


f- charged that a Brooklyn county judge was 


"Not a fit person to be entrusted with 
the administration of justice." The trial 
of this man before the New York senate 
amply sustained Governor ^Lehman's cau- 
tious allegation. Although the judge was 
receiving $25,000 a year, a higher salary 
1han that paid to the justices of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, he be- 
came enmeshed in many shady financial 
-"deals and turned out to be a typical Tam- 
many judge. Tammany'being responsible 
for his high salary in order to raise the 


- assessment of judges in political cam- 
: paigns. But the New York senate was un- 


able to muster a two-thirds vote for the 
ouster of a. man who never should have 


- been granted judicial authority. 


Down in Illinois, two Chicago muni- 


- cipal judges have recently been under fire. 


The charges are grave and the outlook 


- against the men is even graver. One has 
been indicted by a grand jury for crim- 


1 anal misconduct, the other has taken the 
-usual steps of a guilty man to prevent 
inquiry by another .grand jury into his re- 
lations with a recently murdered gam- 
blers' executive. 


If the highest court in Illinois had au- 


' thority to immediately try these men, the 
procedure would not only be more prac- 
tical but, as everyone knows, the judg- 
ment entered would be true and uncolored 
by the political manipulations that take 
place just as soon as impeachment pro- 
ceedings before a senate begin. 


In cities like Chicago and New York, 


unless political organizations by common 
consent agree to keep their stained hands 
off the judiciary, it is extremely difficult 
to get the right type of men elected to 
judicial offices. Primarily this is because 
the hundreds of thousands of voters have 
-no practical means of becoming acquainted 
with jthe candidates, a situation that'does 
not exist -where the population is not so 
dense. 


The plan of the trial of inferior judges 


before supreme courts has some practical 
experiments in its favor. It already exists 
in New York in respect to the magistrates 
who have the lesser jurisdiction, about 
that of municipal judges in Chicago, or 
perhaps a little less. These judges have 
been promptly fired upon hearing before 
the higher courts when evidence satisfied 
the appellate judges that something was 
entering into their decisions besides the 
law and the evidence in each particular 
case. 


The judiciary simply must be kept 


clean and if the present system of handling 
offenses upon the part of the judges of 
inferior courts is not practical, it must be 
displaced by a system that is. 


WAR ON THE INNOCENTS 


Whether the mines that have sunk 


more than a dozen ships off the coast of 
England during the last few days were 
deliberately planted by the nazis in cold- 
blooded defiance of international law and 
humanity is a matter for speculation that 
is obscured by censorship and propaganda. 


One certainty is that neutrality is no 


guaranty against the losses of war. Thus 
far neutral nations have lost nearly 50 
ships totalling about 150,000 tons, not to 
mention the men, women and children and 
cargoes that have gone down with them. 


The sinking of ships is not the only 


damage inflicted on the neutral nations. 
All have had to spend millions in defense 


measures that would not have been nec- 
essary if the war gods had not been on 
the move. Finland, thrifty but not wealthy, 
is drawing heavily on its treasury every 
day to maintain an army along its border 
facing Russia. Belgium and Holland like- 
wise have had to make heavy expenditures 
to mobilize against the threat of a Ger- 
man invasion. There is not a single coun- 
try in Europe, even though it is not at 
war and does not want war, that has not 
been compelled to expand its budget to 
allow for military contingencies. 


The high cost of. neutrality is still 


cheaper than war, of course. But war's 
blindness is tragically demonstrated in 
these crimes against neutral nations and 
peoples. It is another case, on a large 
scale, of the innocent bystander getting 
hurt 


THOSE TRADE PACTS AGAIN 
The Grange, studious and slow spoken 


farm organization, has joined its attack to

must be divided into two parts. The first 
has to do with this manner of handling 
imports and exports, the second, with the 
method of handling them, that is the quan- 
tity provided for and the rates of duty 
applied.

change, hi lieu of the old tariff mea- 
sures, stiff and brittle, was a long stride 
toward sense and sanity in respect to a 
problem that has been most abused, per- 
haps, of any proposition in our political 
life, and certainly the oldest since it has 
appeared upon almost every recurring 
platform for over a century. 


We think the public should support 


Secretary Hull's plan of handling this 
hoary problem, if for no other reason 
than that the former plan of tariff laws, 
made only after the most outrageous 
tradings and swappings, was almost in- 
variably unsatisfactory 
and 
contained 


many veins of downright corruption that 
could hardly be eliminated by the most 
vigorous efforts. 


Mr. Hull's plan has the decided ad- 


vantage of reality. It figures on the neces- 
sity of certain imports from certain coun- 
tries depending upon "the volume of our 
trade with them. It leaves nothing more 
to chance than must be left to the constant 
fluctuations of the future which men may 
approximate but cannot assure. 


But we think that whether a particu- 


lar treaty with China, Canada, Brazil or 
Britain, or all the treaties put together, 
result in fair treatment of the various 
elements in our population is quite an- 
other and debatable controversy. 


The Republicans would do better by 


their country if they did not abuse the 
Hull pacts quite so intensively just be- 
cause they may be able, in certain re- 
spects, to point to glaring difficulties in 
them. The right medicine would be a 
cure of the difficulty instead of abandon- 
ment of the pact theory entirely.

WISCONSIN FARMERS AND THE WAR 


Economists are warning farmers that 


they should not regard the European holo- 
caust as a business bonanza* for them- 
selves, that Wisconsin farmers in particu- 
lar should not commit themselves in anti- 
cipation of profits accruing from 
war 


orders. 


Aside from wheat and pork which may 


experience some increase in foreign de- 
mand because of European politicians' 
bloody mistakes, but iri a degree which we 
cannot yet measure, there is no real as- 
surance that the hostilities will bring any 
startling results in the domestic farm 
price situation. 


Any favorable price changes in Amer- 


ican agricultural markets will be more 
lively to come from increased industrial 
production, making possible larger urban 
purchasing power. 
But it must be re- 


membered always that there was a fav- 
orable rise in industrial employment un- 
derway in America and in Wisconsin be- 
fore the war broke out, and it should be 
recognized that an improvement in the 
relationship-of farm and non-farm prices 
may come quite independently of war con- 
ditions. 


Even if there is an appreciable increase 


in farm prices traceable in any degree to 
Europe's war, farmers ought to be re- 
lucts nt, for their own good, to expand 
greatly their operations if it is necessary 
to borrow to do so. Most of the farm 
population remembers the experience of 
the last war and the years immediately 
following it -when land values were bid 
up under the encouragement 
of 
war 


booms, and when prices sagged sharply 
afterward, and particularly in 1920. 


Going into debt in 1939 or 1940 on 


the basis of war-time prices will be in- 
viting a repitition of the farm mortgage 
foreclosures and bankruptcies of the 1920's. 
As the College of Agriculture warned 
this week: "If you must buy the next 
forty, postpone it until you have paid for 
the home eighty. Limit the mortgage to 
the acquired forty.1'

Experts Develop 


Rapid Dairy Test 


A rapid test lor determining the 


efficiency of milk and cream pas- 
teurization, suitable for routine con- 
trol work in public health and dairy 
laboratories, has been developed by 
H. Tranmal and H. H. Sommer in 
the dairy laboratories of the state 
university, according to information 
received by J. F. Magnus, Outaga- 
mie county agent. 


Essentially the new method is a 


further improvement of the Schar- 
er improved field test or the New 
York field test. By making a few al- 
terations in procedure, taking great- 
er care, and using standards of 
Heated milk and cream with known 
percentages of raw milk contamina- 
tion, the Wisconsin men have found 
this test fully as accurate as other 
more expensive and time-consuming 
methods. 


Because the Scharer test is based 


on the principal that the phospha- 
tase in raw milk is almost entirely 
destroyed by pasteurization at 144 
degrees Fahrenheit for 30 minutes, 
and is in effect a measurement of 
the remaining enzyme, it is impor- 
tant that only mixed milk or cream 
be used, observe Tranmal and Som- 
mer. Milk from individual cows 
they point out, varies greatly in 
phosphatase 
content, that 
from 


nonpregnant-animals showing very 
little activity except for the first 
few days after freshening. 


When properly used the test is 


sensitive enough to distinguish milk 
pasteurized at 143.5 Fahrenheit for 
30 minutes from milk pasteurized 
at one degree less for the same 
length of time, or from milk pas- 
teurized at the same temperature 
for 5 minutes less.

the plan; that since 1927 no labor 
dispute has caused cessation of ac- 
tivities at the respondent's (com- 
pany's) plant; that overwhelming 
majorities of the employes have 
participated in the election of rep- 
resentatives; that the company has 
never objected to its employes join- 
ing labor unions; that no discrimi- 
nation has been practiced against 
them because of their membership 
in outside unions; and that neither 
officials nor superior employes not 
eligible to vote in the- election of 
employes' representatives, have in- 
terfered, or attempted to interfere, 
or use any Influence in connection 
with the election of representa- 
tives ... 


No Serimu Dltpnies 


"The court below agreed with the 


respondent (the company) that, as 
the committee had operated to the 
apparent satisfaction of the em- 
ployes, as serious labor dsiputes 
had not occurred during its exist- 
ence; and as the men. at an election 
held under the auspices el the com- 
mittee had signified their desire lor 
Its continuance, it would be a prop- 
er medium and one which the em- 
ployer might continue to recognize 
for the adjustment of labor dis- 
putes.

Interpreted Correctly 


Plainly, the board interpreted the

open favoritism for national unions 
and a condemnation of indepen- 
dently organized plant unions. In 
other words, collective bargaining 
now has been narrowed to mean

Suit Against U. S. Is Pending 


Keshena—Progress of the Meno- 


minee Indians' ten-millian dollar 
suit against the United States gov- 
ernment was reviewed at a special 
tribal council here by E. L. Wilkin- 
son, 
the tribe's .legal counsel in 


Washington. 


Wilkinson, who is a Washington 


associate of the tribe's legal repre- 
sentatives, explained in detail the 
status of the tribe's legal affairs to 
150 Menominees at the general 
council hall. He held a similar con- 
ference the previous day with the 
Menominees' advisory board. 


Alleging misappropriation of trib- 


al funds, incompetent supervision, 
general maladministration and im- 
proper handling of tribal timber as- 
sets, the Menominees filed suit for 
damages aggregating ten million 
dollars in September, 1937. Although 
none of the allegations have been 
changed, the-suit was later divided 
into 13 separate actions, most of 
•which are now pending in the Unit- 
ed States Court of Claims. 


Three Major Actions 


Among the 13 suits are three ma- 


jor causes of action. The first, which 
:ontains a claim for over two mil- 
lion dollars 
damages, 
involves 


'clear-cutting" of Reservation tim- 
ber. The tribe alleges.that the gov- 
ernment had no right to clear com- 
pletely of timber approximately 22,- 
300 acres of reservation, land be- 
tween 1910 and 1925. They charge 
iat no perpetuation, of timber 
p-owth is possible on the cleared 
and, and ask damages as a result. 


Another of', the: major suits in- 


volves mismanagement of tribal af- 
fairs and funds by government rep- 
resentatives from 1890 lip to 1934.. 


A third major contention deals 


with 30,000 acres of swamp land on 
the reservation which the Indians 


charge was deeded to them under an 
1854 treaty when, under the federal 
swamp-land act, it had already been 
deeded to the state of Wisconsin. 
Under existing law these tracts, al- 
though included within the bound- 
aries of a federal Indian reservation, 
are held in the name of the state of 
Wisconsin. 


Other aUegations lodged against 


the United States government in the 
petitions filed by the Menominees 
include: Deliberate paying of bills

pose of stopping, before it goes any 
further, the Communist aggression 
against the democracies of Northern 
Europe. It involves risk and trouble. 
The only question is whether the 
risk and the trouble will be smaller 
if we act 'energetically now than if 
we wait until Finland has fallen, 
and the horror we are now witness- 
ing moves westward over Sweden 
and Norway. 


The risks of acting now are much 


less, it seems to me, than the risks 
of inaction which allows Bolshevism 
to get itself established in Scan- 
dinavia, For I take it that the Amer- 
ican people are realizing "that this 
sort of thing has got to be.stopped 
somewhere, and that they realize 
how it would augment the power of 
Communism throughout the world, 
not only in Europe and in the Or- 
ient but in this hemisphere as well, 
if Stalin can overrun the northern 
democracies and prove that the 
moral indignation .of the. free na- 
tions, when put to the test, counts 
for nothing whatsoever. 


That will break.the spirit of all 


who would like to resist him, and 
encourage very many others, includ- 
ing perhaps our neighbor across the 
Pacific, to enter into a partnership 
with him.

There is an old saying. "Wbat- 


ever is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well." 


Whether or not Charles Dickens 


knew that saying, he followed the 
idea when he obtained work as a 
newspaper reporter. He was care- 
ful in taking down the words of 
speakers in Parliament, and his 
newspaper reports came to be ''.'trust-' 
ed.V '-':;... 'v^'%.;..'^X •""-. •".-'/'' ': •" 


Dickens might have gone on in 


shorthand reporting,, winning good 
success, but there was something in 
his nature which made him want 
to try another kind of writing. 


One day he went to a building 


containing 'the offices of a monthly 
magazine, with a short story. He 
did not dare to take it personally to 
the editor, but dropped it in the box 
outside. 
... 
..':.' 


By and by a new issue of the 


magazine appeared,' and Dickens 
bought a copy. On Opening it, he 
found his story in, print! He was 
so happy, as he said later, that his 
eyes were "dimmed with jo»" 


At that time, Dickens was 21 


years old. Later he was given the 
regular work of writing short stor- 
ies or "sketches" for -the London 
'Morning Chronicle." The stories 
were signed by "Boz" and came 
to be known as "Sketches of Boz." 


Later Dickens set to work with 


an artist named Seymour to pre- 
pare the "Pickwick Papers," one 
making pictures, the other doing 
the writing. .The death of Seymour 
shortly afterward forced Dickens to 
choose a new artist, who signed 
himself "Phiz." 


'The "Pickwick Papers" were is- 


sued in monthly form. .They told 
;he . adventures of a man 
named 


Pickwick, and of friends who gath- 
ered about him. Only 400 copies 
of the first 'Pickwick Paper" were 
sold. For the fifteenth 
number, 


there were 40,000 advance orders! 


The success of the "Pickwick Pa- 


>ers" led Dickens to prepare other 
ittle monthly Booklets. These were 
sold in stores arid Dickens used 
lis own name as the author > in- 
stead of signing himself "Boz." 


The "Adventures" of Oliver Twist 


were published in 10 monthly num- 
bers, • also in 
book form. 
They 


made a novel of a sort, and it was 
widely sold. To this day "Olfver 
Twist" is popular. 


Other books of Dickens included 


•Nicholas -Nickleby" and '"Barnaby 
Budge." He also 
wrote 
"Little 
Dorrit." 


In some of his books. Dickens did 


more than tell a story. He wrote 
with the hope of making people 
know some of. the wrongs which 
hould be set right. 
In "Little 


)orrit" he worked against the idea 
if putting anyone in 
prison 
for 
debt.

New Stainless Metal May 


Have Many Uses in Industry 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
New York—<3>—First pieces of a 


new metal, silver stainless steel, 
were exhibited today at the exposi- 
tion of chemical industries. 


The silver steel is the usual stain- 


less steel to which is added one- 
quarter of one jper cent of silver, in 
a way that permeates 
the entire 


metal with silver particles so fine 
that one of them has to be magni- 
fied about 500 times to be visible. 


A sheet of this metal, the size of a 


medium bedroom mirror and near- 
ly as bright, and some commercial 
castings that look like silver, are 
shown. With them goes the story of 
an unexpected list-of far-reaching 
industrial improvements promised 
by this metal. 


Discovery of the process for mak- 


ing the silver stainless was an- 
nounced last May, the work of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy men, done for the Chemical 
Foundation, Inc. The latter and 
two steel companies—the Lebanon 
Steel foundry of Lebanon, Pa., and 
the Eastern Rolling Mills of Balti- 
more—show the first commercial 
results today. 


They have gone beyond expecta- 


tions. The original discovery was 
that 
silver-impregnated 
stainless 


steel was immune in the laboratory 
to salt water pit corrosion, the one 
kind of natural rust to which stain- 
less steel was known to be suscep- 
tible. 


It now appears the new metal re- 


sists also various " chemical corro- 
sives that attack 
stainless steels. 


One is a wool dye chemical which 
in four hours ate away 4 per cent 
of the weight of ordinary "eighteen 
eight" stainless steel, and when 
molybdenum, the usual protective 


metal was added, still dissolved 
five hundredths of one per cent of 
the steeL
